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LITERARY STATISTICS.
BOOK COLLECTIONS IN BUROFM.

Bome interesting fgures have boen pub-
Hehed by the Italian Statistical Borean in re-
gard 1o the relative woalth in book collections
of different Buropean Btates. The results are

shown in the following statement;—

The Pall Mall Gasefte, commenting npon
this, says:—

“According to these figures, Gireat Dritain
has, in proportion to her population, the
smnllest collection of books in her public

libraries of any Enropean State, with the ex-
eeption of Russia. It ought, however, first to
be ascertained whether any fixed principle as
to what may or may not be considered o
volume has been adopted in recording the
literary wealth of the several countries. At
the Statistioal Congress leld in London in
1860, when this subject was under discussion,
jt was stated that in many public Hbraries it
was the custom to bind up every pamphlot
separately, and to enter it as a separiate
volume in the catalogue, whereas in the Bri-
tish Musenm we bind our psmphlets In
volumes of two or three inches in thickness;
go that in an enuweration of volumes we
ahould be at a disadvantage by a mere com-
parison of nmumbers. At Bt Patersbarg, for
instapce, there are about thirty thonsand spe-
cifications of English patents, all separately
bound and reckoned as thirty thousand
volumes, whereas in the British Muszeum the
same specifications are contained in one thou-
sand volumes., 1t is manifest, therefore, that
in default of an approximate uniformity in
the practice of counting and classifying
volumes in different countries, very little
reliance can be placed on these comparative
statistios.

#0ur public libraries may be counted on
one’s fingers, and, with the =olitary exception
of the national collection at the British
Mugeum, the few that we have are entirely
unsupported Ly the State. In Italy a recent
enumeration shows that there are 210 libraries,
of which 104 are open to the publie, and 33 of
these are maintained by the Government.
Of 143 libraries the total revenue in 15863 was
£30,000, of which £20 000 was derived as
subventions from the Government and L7000
from the proviucial and commuonal autho-
rities. In Eogland we rest satisfled with main-
taining in the capital a lterary collection of
unrivalled richness and wvariety, leaving our
provincial cities and towns to provide for

their own intellectual requirements. In
Italy the State libraries are scattered
thronghout almost every province. Tuscany

Las 9 of them, Lombardy 4, Emilia 4, Cam-
pagna 4, Pledmont 3, and 2 each in Liguria
and Sardinia and Sicily. The provineial and
communal libraries nomber 100, of which 17
are in Emilia, 15 in the Marches, 16 in Sicily, 10
in Lombardy, and 9 each in Piedmont and
Tuseany. Beventy-one libraries belong to
scientific fnstitutions and. religious corpora-
tions., Piedmont has the largest number of
libraries to which the public are not ad-
mitted—of a total of 24 only 13 are open to
the public.

“The 210 Italian libraries comprise 171
ienmll and 39 special collections; of the latter
25 are ecclesiastical, 11 scientific and literary,
and 3 are devoted to fine arts. Pledmont has
3, Sicily 3, the Campagna 4, and the Marches
7 ecclesiastical libraries; 6 of the scientific
collections are in Piedmont, 2 in Tuscany, and
2 in Emilin; Lombardy has 1 fine arts library;
and Tuscany the remaining 2. All the libra-
ries together contain 4,149,281 volumes, of
which 1,123,889 are in Emilia, 784,507 in
Lombardy, 607,913 in Tuscany.

“Bo far a¢ the nature of the works most
frequently in demand at the libraries furnishes
a clew to the intellectnal tendenvies of the
age, the following statistics are interesting: —
Of 485 610 works read in 1863, 183,028 ro-
lated to mathematics and the natoral
peiences, 122 4496 history and philoelogy, 70,5357,
morals and philogophy, 183,972 jurisprudence
and law, 261,080 were works of general litera-
ture, 101,797 encyclopedias, and the remain-
ing 64,401 gacred and theological works.
M. Loua, & well-known French statistical
writer, remarks thereon:—'C'est une nouvelle
démonstration que 'esprit du sivele aban-
donne de plus en plus les Gtudes purement
scolastiques pour les seiences positives.

“The people of the Campagna supply the
largest number of readers in proportion to the
volumes contained in the libraries of the pro-
vince ; in Tuscany and Emilia the readers are
relatively fewest. In the Campagnn, Lom-
bardy,s Piedmont and Tuscany, the readers
chose principally works relating to the poai-

tive sciences, literature and fine arts; while in
the southern provinoes theological works were
more in demand, ‘probablement,’ says M.
Loua, ‘par suite de l'organization encore
presque exclusivement oléricale de 1'éducation
dans ces pays,’

*“The Italign libraries do not appesr to be in
a very flourishing condition | the expenses of
administration absorb two-thirds of their in-
come, and what rewains is insufficiant for the
renewal of old and the purchase of new
works.''

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The Last Wagerof Battle in England,

An Hoglish paper says:—*‘‘There has died
in Birmingham a poor old man, one event of
whose history formg an important mark in
the progress of civilation in Kngland, espe-
oml{ as relating to the old barbarons mode of
seltling disputes, and trylng causes by the
‘wagor of battel.’ The deceased, William
Ashford, was the last porson who was chal-
lenged in an English court to meet, iu single
combat, A wmian whom he had accnsed as the

murderer of his sister, On the 26th
of May, 150, a Dbeautiful Yyouny
woman named Mary Ashford, o her
twentioth  yeur, went to a dance ‘af

Erdington;, withont proper protection. Hhe
nied by & young man named Abrahinm Thorn-
ton, a farmer's son in the neighborhood. They
were last geen talking together at a stile near
the place, but next morning she was found
dead in a pit of water; and there were evi-
dences that she had been murdered. (General
sugpicion pointing to Thornton; he was arrested
and tried for murder at Warwick assizes, in
August; but, thongh etrong ciroumstantial
ovidence was against him, the defense, which
was un alibi, obtained a verdict of ‘not guilty.’

“The feeling of surprize and indignation at
bik acquittal was so intense thal & new Lrial
was cilled for, and an appeal was ooterad
against the verdict by Willlam Ashford, the
brother, and next of kin to the murderad girl,
Thornten was again apprehended, and seut to
Loudon in November, to be tried before Lord
Ellenborough and the full Court of Queen’s
Bench. Instead of regular defonse by Hrgu-
monts, evidences, and witnesses, Thornton
boidly defied all present modes of jurigdiction,
and colaimed his right, rocording to ancient
cigtom, to challenge his accuser to fight him,
and decide his innocence or, guilt by the
‘wager of battel.”  His answer to the Court
was, ‘Not guilty, and I am ready to defend
the sume by my body. He accompanied
thege wordd by the old act of taking off his
glove and throwing it down upon the floor of
the court.

‘At this stage of the proceedings William
Ashford, who was in court, actually came for-
ward, and was aboat to accept the challenge
by picking up the glove, when he was kept
back by those about him. With what wonder
did the assembly, and indeed the nation, ask,
‘Can a prisoner insist on so obsolets a mode
of trial, in such a time of light ag the nine-
teenth century ' But with greater wonder
and regret was the jndgment of the Court
wag received; for, after saveral adjournments, it
decided, in April, 1815, that the law of England
was in lavor of the ‘wager of battel;” that
the old laws sanctioning it had never been
repealed; and that, though this mode of trial
had become obsolete, it must be allowed,
Thornton was therefore discharged, and, being
set at liberty, left England for America, where
he died in obscurity.”

A MODERN KNIGHT-ERRANT.
The Pall Mall tfazefte says:—

“A month ago there died at Stockholm a man
who ad been for half bis life a knight-errant of
irecdom. For thirty years of the lust bult cen-
tary Major Mylrberg was to be found fghtiog
wherever the cause of liberty appenled to the
sword. The old martial spirit o1 the Vasis and
the *‘madmen ol the north,’ which brought
sueh glory and loss to Sweden, seemed to Und
8 movern embodiment in him. A mere strip
Ilugf. lie abandened the peageful earver for
which he had becn prepared by his education
at Upsala. He salled jor Portogal, passed
jnto Spain, and fought bravely sgulnst the
Frepeh Invatders, by whom he was captured and
earried Lo Marsellles., Such o bird could not be
caged. Welind him free agaln, nud enrolling
blmself in a body of French volunteers, who,
under the commuand of Genernl Fabwvier stroge-
t:leu desperately for Greece.  In thls war Mylr-
serg periormued extraordipary feats of valor as
acavalry oficer Hoe maintaloed hlmsell and
men for 1% months In 1827, in Chlos, agalnst
the Turks, and, at last oninumbered, brought
away silely the mu[\or part of the loree nnaer
bim. At Koldobr he had a leg broken by the
bursting of 4 shell, Recovered, and o dunger
of capture, be swam with his arms Lo frienuly
ships off the coust, Gordon, the historian of
the war, snys of bhim:='Ie was the best and
bravest of the Philhellenists,”

“Greece free, he rested In France tlil the
Polish war of 1800 called him Lo the slde ol Lhe
Ingurgents. He penetrated Austria, aud swam
the river Wilechsel upder the flireof Austrinn
sentinels, As ‘General Langermann' fe coimn-
manced & brigade In Kubinsii's division of Lhe
Folish ariny, and ook part in all desperite and
hazardous epterprises of the war, Mleroslnw-
gki lnnus enthusiastically (he benavior of Laes
germnin's brignds 1o the fital battle o1 sbro-
lenksn Myhibere nad two borses Killed ander
nim, aud Lls sabre shnttered by a-anuskel
shot. Wrhen, 1y the nottest part of the tizut,
the ouds bad lefe bim with only a haod-
ful of mwen, relnforcements came, and
Ltheir lender asked Myheberg where bis soldiers
woie, ‘There,” he answered, polnting witn the
it of bis broken sword to the heaps of deud
and the living handial, Myhrberg was dap-
tured by the Rassians and sent o Siberia, bat
he escatped on the Journey—thanks, it 1s said, to
the w.llul neglect of a Russian geaeral, who b
obligations to the Swede's famlly. Uoee mors
bhe entered the teld; this time o the couylry
where he won his n}rum HSpain was convulsed
by the struggles of the Christinisis and Lue
Carlisis, ana here Myhrberg fought for the last
time. He returned to Sweden in 1540, His
conntry has honoted him wilth a great faneral,
and to us he secms worthy of these few Liues of
blography.”
